One of the interesting results of 
the international agreement to limit 
naval armaments is that parts of 
the famous old cruiser “Brooklyn” 
and of the new battleship “Montana” 
which never reached the sea, 
serve the arts of peace as turbine 
wheels and bases and tunnel rein- 
forcement at Pit No. 3, the big power 
plant now being built by the Pa- 
cific Gas and Electric Company.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—After his brief 
stay at his Alberta ranch the Prince 
of Wales will visit a beauty spot in 
the Canadian Rockies that: he has 
never seen before. Jasper National 
Park, the largest game sanctuary in 
the world ,extends over 4,400 square 
miles, nearly double the size of Dev- 
onshire. 

The Prince ts going to stay at Jas- 
per Park Lodge, the delightful chalet 
hotel on the shores of Lac Beauvert, 
only opened up last summer by the 
Canadian National Railways. The re- 
volving panoramic model of the ho- 
tel as Wembley gives very little idea 
of its real charm. Most tourists who 
‘stay in the Canadian Rockies go to 
Banff, the better-known beauty spot 
on the beaten track, where there is 
a hotel that looks like the Ritz, and 
prices prohibitive for most of us.
